THE ENRMY’S PERIL, 


The Germang. ‘were making headway, 
and were throwing themselves ‘into a 
kind of semi-circle. If the front, would 
only hold, and-if the enemy attackéd: it 
too long, the two armies might gradually. 
elose in npon, them’ and ‘the German 
‘defeat: turn. out to be »-disaster. 


On tho evening’ of September: 6th tho: 
Germang ‘occupied _ the equivalent. of. 
about 10. or. 11 of the French Depart- 
ments. After having left on tho Geld 
over 150,000 mon German. army, with-: 
drawing. 40, 60. and’ 80° kilometres (the 
equivalont of eight of our Departments), 
abandoned: two-thirds of its attack. 


In ‘addition to. this. the Gormans 
abandoned atl thoir dreams of Paris 
and Verdun, and they will never: again 
he secon beyond tho ‘line from ‘which 
they #ere. thrown back on thg evening 
of September 13th. :

STARTLING DISCLOBURE BY 
"gi G. NEWMAN. 


Not less than a quarter of a ‘million 
children of school age pre seriously crip- 
pled, invalided, or disabled; not less 
than a million are so physically. or men- 
tally defective or diseased as to be un- 
able to derive reasonable benefit . from 
the education which the State: provides. 
vores The numbersof elementary school 
children is six millions. i 

This startling statement on the physi- 
cal and mental condition of so large a 
percentage of our ‘coming citizens ’’ is 
madg inthe annual report for. 1915, 
published ‘asa Blue Book, of the. chief 
medical officers of the Beard of Educa- 
tion, Sir George Newman points out 


that.consideration of. the situation seems 
to indicate that the physica! welfare, and 
in part the education, of the . child “of 
school age is dependent on its origins 
upon : ante-school.. . conditions — hea! 
arentage, care of -infancy,: a: desirable 
ome life of nurture. .It is dependent in. 
its issues upon post-school. condetrons; 
continued physical education, supervision 
of juvenile employment, and some practi. 
cal guidance in.the duties of healthy and 
responsible parenthood, ae 

In other words, if we are determined 
to rear.a healthy and virile race of high 
capacity we must, from a physical stand- 
point, begin earlier and continue later 
than. the hitherto accepted period - of: 
education. : : : 

Sit. George lays particular stress’ upon 
the extreme value of an open-air life and 
& proper system of physical . education. 
The organization ig ready, waiting for 
the’ adoption’ and # powerful ae gene 
and every child-in the State should haye 
the. full ‘advantage of the open air. and 
ofa systematic physical training. .

centage at the beginning ‘of thy present 
War, tobe ‘to twenty-five per cent., or prob- | 
ably a little. bit. more than’ one in: four 
of all the wounds received.’ When it #s 
recalled -how: much..of the present con- 
flict. has taken the form of: trench. war: 
fare, this is not’ a aurprisingly high pro- 
portion.. Indeed, only. for the hahd-to- 
hand‘’combats, which have characterized 
attack and defence in the trenches - it 
would seem ag: if the proportion might 
be. even: higher.’ As a general rule in 
the’ past and ‘even in ‘the early part of 
this: war one in three at least of all head

~ A-recent analysis of statistics at one 
clearing station in ‘France, to’ which 
wounded’ soldiers: were. brought, with 
helmets . worn. by. all: the men in «tho 
trenches, shows that ‘penetrating gunshot 
wounds of the: bead formed only a little 
more than. one-half of one per. cent. 
The: total ‘fractures .of the skull front 
all causes; in spite of all that we have: 
heard of clubbed rifles andthe frightful 
shel! fire, were less than one per cent. Thia 
immense.. reduction ‘of, :wounds’ would 
seem, almost ineredible only for the fact: 
that ‘a, large «number. of ‘the:. helmets 
showed: signs of: baving been «glanced 
over or bore. other marks of having been 
hit. by: & missile. “of ‘some kind which 
would surely have produced. a: rather. 
serious injury only for the steel. coyer- 
ing. In a good’ many ‘cases whiero. hel- 
mets were ‘rather badly..‘damaged . the 
men had suffered no more serious injuzy.: 
than ‘a sealp wound: In not a few cases, 
indeed, where helmets. were. dented’ or 
showed signs of having been struck in 
some «ay, the soldiers wearing them,

. THE BREAST PLATE. 


The breast plate which bas proved use- 
ful to cuirassiers and the recognition. of 
the-fact that horsemen could be protected 
to ‘some extent at least by metal. and 
leather apparatus of various kinds might 
naturally. have suggested’ the use, of steel 
plates.'toafford “some: protection against 
abdominal and. thoracic’ wounds for foot 
soldiers. .The steel plate has been tried, 
but itis: not nearly so efficient as_ the 
helmet for. protective. purposes. . Steel 
plates. of- various kinds were experi- 
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
